6. A molded part formed of a foamed or non-foamed ethylene-propylene- 
diene ternary copolymer that is coated with the coating agent composition 
of claim 1. 

Applicant had been advised that, in the Examiner's estimation, claim 6 did not 
claim a coated molded part as had been intended. The Examiner proposed that 
Applicant replace amended claim 6 with the claim presented supra and Applicant 
indicated that they were amenable to this modification. 

Applicant has amended the claims so as to stipulate that the spherical rubber 
particles, component (E) are those comprising crosslinked (meth)acrylate polymer or 
urethane polymer. This amendment does indeed overcome the prior art rejection and 
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the only reference that the Examiner found that would have been properly combinable 
with Shimozu and Fujii/Matsumoto to render the amended claim unpatentable, U.S. 
Patent Application Publication No. 2006/0222870 does not qualify as prior art in view of 
its later effective filing date. Accordingly, claims 1 and 3-6 are deemed allowable.
